Beautiful crayon pictures, in mag- 
nificent gold frames, were promised 
the credulous ones—and all that they 
phad to do was to supply the photo 
and hand Mr. Villeneuve a_ small 
cash deposit. 

Two to three dollars was asked in 
ie cases, but there is no record of 
Mr. Villeneuve having refused five or 
even ten dollars by way of deposit. 

The police seized a large package 
of photographs left behind by Mr. 
Villeneuve at his last address, and 
,these are being returred tc various 
A.P.P. detachments for distribution 
to any owners who claim them. _ 

Those who have been victimized 
therefore, may get back their photos 
either by applying to the local A.P.P. 
detachment office, or to the Edmon- 
ton office. 

Villeneuve is described as a 
Frenchman, age about 45, five feet six 
inches in height, 150 pounds in weight. 
He is being anxiously watched for by 
many French-Canadian farmers of ‘the 
Edmonton and northern Alberta dis- 
tricts. 


MERCHANTS WARNED AGAINST 
SALE OF ILLEGAL NOVELTIES 


Merchants of Alberta are warned 
through the Retail Merchants’ Associ- 
aticn that it is illegal to keep for ‘sale, 
offer for sale, or sell anything which 
is labelled or branded with the rame 
of any kind of liquor. The warning 
was issued by R. J. Dinning, Alberta 
Liquor commissioner, in a letter to the 
' Association, which follows: 

“Section 100a of the Alberta Liquor 
Act reads as follows— 

“No -person not expressly author- 
ized by this Act to deal in Liquor, 
shall within the Province Aeep for sale 
offer for sale, or sell anything which 
is labelled or branded with the name 
of any kind of liquor, whether the 
same contains liquor or not. 

“In recent months police officers 
have brought to our attention that 
novelties are being sold in this Prov- 
ince in the form cf imitations of bst- 
tles of liquor, decanaters and _ other 
containers bearing the words Scotch, 
Brandy, Gin and Rye. 

“Ir: view of the legislation referred 
to above,-may-we respectfully sug- 
gest that you ask your members to re- 
frain from selling goods of: this na- 
ture in Alberta. The retailer hand- 
ling these articles is subject to pros- 


ecution,.. thus --you..will readily...under-|: '

Day {8 probably the most truly indl- 
vidual of all our national Canadian 
holldays.. It is not colobrated in tho 
old world, : 
To ovory Canadlan ina foreign 
country tho falllng leaves of autumn 
bring momortos of family gathorliigs 
avound a festive bard, granarios 
stocked from a plontiful harvost, root 
cellars overflowing with carthy voge- 
tables, Indian corn, red apples stored 
away in barrels for wintor, the smell 
of pickles and vinegar, pumpkins, 
squash, red tomatocs, purplo grapes, 
all the rich fruftage of Canada’s fer- 
tile flelds, garnished with the scarlet 
of frost painted maple leaves, part- 
ridge and wild ducks served with 
jollies made from cranberries’ and 
red currants, gay parties ‘In the rich 
autumn evenings and beautiful ser- 
vices in churches where the golden 
sheaves and glowing fruits have been 
gathered for the Harvest Home. 


From Halifax to Vancouver, aut- 
umn is the loveliest time of the year 
in Canada and has {ilspired Canadian 
poets to thelr most intensely national 
songs. On the western prairies 
where once, a quarter of a century 
ago, tomatoes came only out of cans 
and even potatoes were brought in 
by the railroad, Thanksgiving altars 
were piled with a wealth of harvest 
beauty that brings memories of old 
Ontario. Early snows dust the fields 
of yellow stubble where granaries 
and elevators are bursting with the 
fulness of the harvest, ducks and 
geese fly south and the shy, grey 
prairie chicken seek the red berries 
of late fall for food. 


Thanksgiving is the last break in 
the school and university term ‘before 
Christmas and the long winter of 
study. College boys and girls come 
home and parties are the order of the 
day. Wrapped safe against the No- 
vember frosts in fur and wool, they 
drive over the marshes of the east 
from bean and duck suppers in the 
summer places that are to be closed 
against the coming winter. In the 
west there are late corn roasts and 
bonfire parties where the leaping 
flames defy the cold winds and win- 
ter is driven off for one last, gay, out 
of door gathering. 


Thanksgiving lends itself to the 
loveliest and most colorful decora- 
tions of any festive season except 
Christmas and the clever hostess has 
a wealth of material on which to 
draw for bright, cosy effects. Last 
of all, at Thanksgiving time comes 
the Armistice ball, where the gay and 
older thoughts turn back to that 
first, feverish Armistice ball in 1918 
when music and gayety that cele- 
brated the return of peace, for a-few 
short hours shut out the grey mem- 
ory of war 

The Thanksgiving holiday  origi- 
nated in New England when the pil- 
grims at Plymouth after their first 
harvest in 1621 set aside a day of 
thanksgiving. The Massachusetts Bay 
colony in 1680 held its first thanks- 
giving and at intervals thereafter uutil 
1680 it became an annual holiday. 
From 1644 on the Dutch in New Neth-. 
erlands held an amual Tharksgiving 
Day. Throughout the United States 
and particularly in New England, it al- 
ways has been atime of religious 
thanksgiving service and family re- 
union. 


During the American War of Inde- 
pendence one or 
Days were held annually. President 
Washington proclaimed Thursday, 
November 26, 1789, as a national day 
of Thanksgiiving. In some. of. the 
soutlfern states there was opposition 
to keeping this day on the ground 
that it was a relic of puritanic big- 
otry, but in 1858 proclamations §  ap- 
pointing a day of thanksgiving .were 
issued by the governors of 25 states

ARMISTICE DAY 


When Canada plunged into the great 
World War so eagerly and so confi- 
dently fourteen years ago, she little 
foresaw the length and the sanguinary 
character of the awful conflict. Most 
of us realized that it would be a strug- 
gle of great extent and enormous cost 
both in men and money; but few of us 
dreamed that it would be quite so de- 
structive and so utterly inhuman. And 
when the war was sver, while the 
world breathed a sigh of deeper relief 
than ever before in all its chequered 
hitory, and while there was general 
exultation in the fact that our arms 
had won what we called a victory, yet, 
under it all, lay the sad consciousness 
that this victory had been won at a 
most frightful cost, and the tears of 
sorrowing friends were falling too 
freely for us -to see the splendor in 
which victory is supposed to be 
clothed. The triumph was almost a 
wail. . 


And even yet, in the moments of 
silence which mark Armistice Day, the 
heart of the nation is sad with a great 
sorrow, and we wistfully think of the 
ones. who are gone. There is little 
glorification of our arms and our fight- 
ing prowess, for the memory of our 
dead and the sight of our hundreds of 
thousands of maimed ones are too 
vivid and too sorrowful for us to think 
of the struggle without a shudder. We 
are proud of the valor of our men and 
boys; 
worthy of the highest traditions of our 
race; but under it all there is a grow- 
ing determination that thefe shall 
never again be a repetition of such a 
struggle. 

As we review the past, it is being 
‘borne in on many of us that we have 
won nothing which might not have 
been secured just as surely without re- 
course to arm. And when we recall 
the enormous debts which hang over 
even the victorious nations we are led 
to ask ourselves silently whether it 
was worth the tremendous sacrifice, 
and act a few of us are frankly scep- 
tieal. We are not peace-at-any-price 
men, but we are facing the facts ae 
thoughtfully as we can, and the result | 
ig not the justification of war. And as 
Armistice Day comes again there goes 
up from the wan-scarred world the 
earnest prayer that the God who rules 
over all will. grant that never again 
shall such a horror of desolation, de- 
struction, and death sweep over the 
world. We have learned a lesson 
which we shall never forget. The 
torces of destruction are too mighty, 
too deadly, ever again to be unleashed 
in fraticidal conflict—Outlook. ~

- Wo 
say, conjecturo and speculation, prin- 
cIpally on the part of teachers, and 
arising quite naturally from a lack of 
deflnite inforfnation respecting anf 
Plan, outlined by the Government, Both 
the Premier and the Minister of Bdu- 
cation made pronouncements during 
and before the last session of the 
Legislature and since then tn public 
addresses and to themembers of our 
Provincial Executive, but nothing has 
yet been revealed that would give any 
other impression than that the whole 
scheme is in a very nebulous gtage. 
Although the mass of details (which 
necessarily must be decided upon be- 


‘fore the general scheme broadly out- 


lined could be ready for submission to 
the Legislature), have not yet been: 
worked out, it is safe to say that any 
overhauling of the Albetra Bducational 
System will be done largely with the 
following factors borne principally in 
mind: 

(1) The provision of more adequate 
supervision of and help to teachers, 
especially those located in rural areas. 

(2) Devising ways and means of en 
suring fewer dislocations of instruc- 
tion to pupils ,and more continuity of 
service of teachers in the same dis- 
trict. 

(3) Providing a greater measure of 
equality of educational opportunity to 
rural school pupils, a longer period of 
operation of schools in the poorer dis- 
tricts, which now find it practically 
impossible to function and pay a com- 
petent teacher, if at all, for but a por- 
tion of each year. 

(4) Providing as far as possible for 
all teachers to be placed on a schedule 
of salaries and to provide a pension 
scheme for teachers.

; PROTEIN VU SREPERMENTS 
FOR HOGS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Feeding tests conducted at the Bran- 
don Experimental Parm indicate clear- 
ly the economy of feeding proteim sup- 
plemerts to hogs. Hog rations, when 
mfide up entirely of meals trom the 
cereal grains, are unbalanced on ac- 
count cf the iusufficient and ineom- 
plete supply of protein. The protein 
contained in cereal grains is incapable 
of efficiently supplying all the neces- 
sary feed constituents in the correct 
proportions. The ration can be made 
more efficient and complete by the ad- 
ditilon of a protein rich feed of animal 
origin, such as tankage or milk. 

The average results obtained in twa 
tests at this farm 
(without pasture) fed. a meal ration 
containing ten per cent digester tank-

than the hogs in the check lot that 
were fed the meal ration"only. In the 
same tests the hogs fed buttermilk and 
the meal ration gained forty-six per 
cent more than those in the check lot. 
Not only were the gains made more 
rapidly but also more economically. 
The pigs in the check lot made gains 
at a cost of $12.42 per hundred while 
those fed tankage gained one hun- 
dred pounds at a cost/of $9.77, and 
whem milk was fed the cost was re- 
duced to $7.20. 

In other tests with hogs on good 
pasture, the results show the “margin 
of profit in feeding a protein supple- 
ment tz be decreased. In four tests 
conducted with hogs on bare lots and 
on pasture the average results show 
that one pound of tankage replaced 
slightly over three pounds of meal and 
one pound of milk replaced approxi- 
mately one third of a pound of meal. 
In comparing the meal. equivalent of 


tankage and milk it was found that | 


one pound of tankage is equal in feed- 
ing ‘vilue to 8.8 pounds. of. milk, The 
ration used in these tests was a mix- 
ture of meals from-the coarse grains 
and mill feed.

Canada. 

Although public men here are not 
disposed to comment on domestic con- 
cerns of the States, it is cons{dered 
that, particularly in’ regard to the 
tariff, the reaction will be inevitable 
ang that if the Hoover plans are car- 


Canadian side will be necessary. 

In the farm relief measures to 
which Mr. Hoover is committed 
there is included the promise of: a 
higher tariff om agricultural  pro- 
ducts, with Canada certain to be 
the most immediately and the most 
seriously affected. Another under- 
taking of the president-elect by way 
of farm relief, is to seek Canadian 
co-operation in the St.. Lawrence 
waterway scheme. (Considering that 
the present governmentt’ is very 
wary of the enterprise, the chances 
of co-operating with the United 
States will, it is thought, be inevit- 
ably lessened if the American pro- 
posals to that effect are accom- 
panied by augmented measures of 
tariff hostility to Canada. 

To exclude Canadian agricultural 
products from the United States 
market, as a means of farm relief 
acrcss the border, and, as part of the 
same plan, to ask Canada to pay 
half the cost of the St. Lawrence 
waterway are propositions which in 
the average opinion here do not jibe 
at all. 

A further effect seen from the elec- 
tio is that it excludes any possibility 
of reciprocity with the United States, 
an idea which has mever been quite 
abandoned in the west. The whole 
Hoover policy is clearly the negation 
of any such plan and its emphatic en-

JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 


The following -conclusions were 
reached by the Juvenile Delin- 
quency Conference which ended its 
deliberations at Ottawa on October 26. 

The right to impose corporal pun- 
ishment on children should not be ad- 
ded to the powers of the courts. 

The creation of -constructive activ- 
ities for young people by churches is 
the best method of preventing juvenile 
delinquency in rural] communities. 

The rehabilitation of ‘girl delin- 
quents of certain types would best be 
met by permanent custodial care with 
the power to recall them periodically 
before the court. . 

Under no circumstances should re- 
formatory institutions be used for the 
care of neglected children. 

Travelling pschiatric cliniés serving 
both juvenile courts and reformatory 
institutions are practicable and desir- 
able. 


with at least a minimum of ordinary 
school classes, but: industrial.-training. 
should be left: to industrial-homes.  * 

Both men and women. probation ‘of- 
ficers. should be attached to ‘juvenile 
courts ‘ard theie should be the freest’ 
oxchange of information between. dif- 
ferent: administrative bodies ~\... 

An -indefinite term of Commitment 
not exceeding a fixed period was desir- 
able. Same reciprocal understanding 
among provincial ‘authorities im refer- 
ence to the enforcement of mainten- 
ance orders is hecessary. : 

There should be no change in the 
present principle that tre juvenile de- 
linquents act only goes into force in a 
province when proclamation is re- 
quested by the ‘provincial authorities. 
Neither should there be any change in 
the persent method of appointing juv- 
enile court judges by co-operation of 
che Federal and Provincial govern- 
monts. . 

The conference was called by.Hon. 
Mrnest Lapointe, Minister of Justice, 
in order that the whole question of 
child delinquency should be reviewed 
and suggestilons made for the improve- 
ment of the Juvenile Delinquents Act.
